INTERVIEW OP INFORMANT 

The Bureau has requested a prosecutive summary report 
to be submitted by 11/27/61 on the "People's World" (PW) for 
prosecution under the Internal Security Act of 1950. We have 
requested a delay until 12/8/61 to allow time for recontact of 
informants for the purpose of defining specifics on information 
received in the past and in developing new evidence of CP support 
pnd control of the PW. 

The PW has been an item on the agenda of almost every 
CP Club ,and committee meeting for the past twenty years. It has 
been a monotonous and routine topic for all CP members and in- 
formants in particular. It is understandable that information 
which is common knowledge to all concerned is not repeatedly 
reported in detail. But now the situation has changed. The 
provisions of the ISA-1950 require labeling of all CP propaganda 
since 10/20/61. 

To require the PW to do so we must prove (in order of 
importance ), first, that it is an organ of the CP subsequent to 
10/20/61, and, second, that it was a CP organ prior thereto. 
The ISA of 1950 contains standards of evidence by which an 
organization is determined to be controlled by the CP. These 
evidentiary standards are set out on page two of this memo, with 
sample questions. Do not limit yourself to these examples when 
interviewing your informant,

"Report on the Communist Party 
Stockton, California 
November 8, 1961 

"At the meeting on October 29, 19&L, of a part of the District 
Committee of the Communist Party of Northern California at the 
Wachter home, the District Chairman, Mickie Lima reported on 
the Supreme Court decision to deny the Party *s appeal and 
reported on the requirements of the law. There was very little 
discussion of the law and registering itself other than a few 
questions asked and answered, 

"The passport provisions of the law were reported by Mickie Lima 
and he stated that the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
(according to Mickie, a non-Communist organization) had offered 
to institute a test case of this provision of the law. Lulu 
Mae Thompson asked if this section of the law would apply to 
Party member Leila Noland who is planning a trip to Mexico this 
winter and Mickie informed her this would not apply because a 
passport is not needed to go to Mexico. 

l! With respect to Communist Party members holding jobs in plants 
having government security contracts, this aspect of the law 
was explained by Mickie, but no statement was made to the effect 
that a Party member should register with his employer or to 
the effect that he should quit his job. 

M Mickie stated that he, as result of the Social Security provisions 
of the law, would no longer by paying into Social Security and 
therefor would receive lower benefits at retirement age. 

"Mickie reported that the National Executive Committee had 
decided to discontinue all Party mailings that would require 
identification according to the law and this would apply until 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, which had volunteered 
to also test this part of the law, had decided on just what type 
of mailing they want to base their case, Mickie said he had 
material for two planned mailings at home, but that they would 
just have to wait for future decisions of the National Executive 
Committee. 
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"Mickie read portions of the form the government had released 
for the registration of the Party and leaders and he stated that, 
as of the meeting of the National Executive Committee, the 
lawyers hired by the Party had stated that they could not 
advise the Party to register. He stated that the form was 
"being written in a form to try to circumvent the possibility 
of the Party using the 5th Amendment* 

"As to the hiring of an agent or attorney to register for the 
Party, Mickie stated that the lawyers had told the National 
Executive Committee that the person hired to register would 
then be subject to subpoena by the House Un-American Activities 
Committee and on appearance would have to testify as to who 
had hired him because the 5th Amendment would not apply in this 
case. 

"Lima did not report on any plans for the national officers to 
register nor any discussion along this line* 

"Mickie reported that the National leaders do not expect 'any 
mass assaults' on the Party membership for at least a year and 
that future action of the government will be based on public 
reaction to their first moves against the Party. Plans, as 
reported by Mickie Lima, for the future operation of the Party 
call for the streamlining of some of the operations, but the 
continued meeting of the Clubs, especially in heavily populated 
areas. There is apparently no extreme plans for secrecy other 
than those followed at the present time. He stated that the 
Party must be kept intact and plan for future rapid growth. 

"Mickie presented a proposal to the meeting to the effect that the 
District Committee of Northern California should delegate all 
their authority to the District Board for an indefinite period. 
He stated that this would not mean the dissolving of the District 
Committee and that they would be consulted on many questions. 
Those present agreed to this, but no one questioned as to how 
the vote went on the meeting held in San Francisco on this question. 
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"The District Board is to meet and propose forms for streamlin- 
ing the functioning of the County Committees and Sections, with 
the possibility of joint meetings to cut down on the number of 
meetings to be held* Lima stated that the Party would be some- 
what restricted on open operation* Further information on this 
point will be available after November 19, 196l, when Mickie Lima 
will attend a special meeting of the Sacramento -San Joaquin 
Valley Section called at his request. He will report at that 
time on the action taken by the District Board.

"MICKIE LIMA was called upon to make a report on the 
Supreme Court decision and registering of the Party and then he 
reported on discussions held by the District Board on the California 
Primary Elections which will be held in 1962. 

"In answering questions about the law, MICKIE stated 
that the section of the law dealing with passports would be 
tested by some other organization , most likely the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. He stated that the law is written in such 
a way that any one in the State Department issuing the passport 
would also be breaking the law, so they feel that the State 
Department will be very careful and a test case will come up soon. 

"LIMA stated that, according to the law, almost any 
manufacturing plant in the Nation can be declared a defense plant, 
but this must be done by the Defense Department and the Party does 
not expect this to be done immediately. 
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Social Security for members of the Communist Party was 
not mentioned in the report and it did not come up during the 
question period. 

"MICKIE said that the provisions of the law with 
respect to labeling of mailing did not affect the Party as much 
as it would those persons receiving the mall. He said that all 
literature mailed by the Party is itself labeled as coming from 
the Party , but the labeling on the envelope would mark all those 
receiving literature. He stated that the Party very definitely 
will test this section of the law. He advised against the use of 
the mails to call meetings or set dates for meetings, etc., because 
of the danger of the nail being checked by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

"LIMA stated that the government prepared form for 
registration of the Party was written in a way to try to prevent 
the Party from taking the 5th Amendment, so that a test case could 
be prevented on this aspect of the laws constitutionality, and he 
stated that the Party will not register. 

_ "MICKIE stated that the proposal by the government that 
the Party could hire an ago* or attorney to register for them was 
just another way of trying to prevent the Party from taking the 
5th Amendment, and that their attorneys had advised against doing 

"MICKIE said that the Party attorneys expect that the 
government will concentrate their first moves against the leaders 
of the Party and that the membership is not in any immediate 
danger of being arrested. 

"The Party Clubs will continue to meet as before, 
according to LIMA, and he didmt suggest any change in the 
procedure, except the usual precautions about use of the mail and 
telephone be observed. He said that the District Committee will 
not be holding meetings as a whole for an indefinite period. 

"The various committees, District, County, Section, etc., 
are not being eliminated, but will not function during this period. 
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In the Sacramento -San Joaquin Valley Section the following 
resolution was adopted: 

"'That the regular meetings of the Section be suspended 
indefinitely. That the Section remain in being and 
subject to being called into session by the Section 
Officers when and if this should prove necessary. 
That the member clubs of the Section divide into two 
sub-sections. The member clubs of these two sub- 
sections shall chose regular delegates who shall 
meet regularly. These sub-sections shall elect such 
responsible officers and arrange such meetings and 
communications with the District as shall prove 
necessary. ' " 

"BARNEY DE VETO was selected to represent the Northern 
Section until the elected representative, LILLIAN RANSOME, can 
again take up her duties . The Southern Section will continue 
to be represented by LULU MAE THOMPSON. Monthly meetings of 
representatives of all the outlying counties will be held in 
the Bay Area. Immediately following these meetings, BARNEY and 
LULU MAE will be expected to meet with the Club representatives 
from the areas they represent and report to them. 

"LIMA suggested that the present Section Secretary- 
Treasurer, MARIE GORIN, be in charge of the dues for the Northern 
Section and that LULU MAE THOMPSON be responsible to the District 
from the Southern Section. Dues will" be collected as before, 
monthly by the Clubs, and quarterly by the Sections. MICKIE 
stated that dues would be reported to the District in the same 
manner as always. Sample form enclosed. 

"In answer to a question, MICKIE stated that the National 
Officers had discussed setting up another organization, but had 
discarded the idea as impractical. 

"The question was asked as to whether the Party will hold 
a convention in 1962 and LIMA said it is not being considered. 
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He said it would just be making it too easy for the government 
to make arrests ♦ 

"MI OKIE said several times that the Party will not 
sign any forms for registering the Party > and he stated that 
the Party *s attorneys had advised the officers of the Party to 
send a letter to the Attorney General to this effect and to 
simply sign it 'The Communist Party*.
